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Busy candidates 
point with pride, 
view with alarm

With only one month 
remaining until the March 16 
primary election, members of 
the Granite City Democrat Club 
as of last week were given an 
opportunity to meet most of the 
candidates for county and state 
offices, to aid them in making 
their choices of who to support 
in the coming weeks. 


Nineteen Democratic can- 
didates, and representatives of 
three other candidates, ap- 
peared at the club’s ‘“Can- 
didates’ Night” in the Knights 
of Columbus Hall to assess their 
campaigns thus far, and to seek 
support for their candidacies.

on hand and spoke 

Incumbent Joe E. Lucco of 
Edwardsville was the first of 
the five to address the gathering 
of about 100 persons. Lucco said

Increase in GC 
crimes in 1975 


Crime in eight categories— 
ranging from petty larceny to 
murder—rose sharply in 
Granite City during 1975 to a 
total of 3,402 cases, the annual 
report of Chief of Police Ronald 
Veizer showed today 

The Police Department's 1975 
crime load was an increase of 
630 cases, or 22.7 per cent, over 
the total of 2,772 major crimes 
occurring during 1974 

The report listed a total of 67 
robberies last year, an increase 
of 30, or 81 per cent, over 37 
robberies reported during 1974. 

At the same time, the crime 
report said that police cleared 
740 of all cases in 1975 by 
arrests. This was- 226 more 
cases than the 514 solved during 
1974—or an increase of 43 per 
cent. Police also cleared 943 
other cases, up 134, or 16.5 per 


cent, over the 809 other cases 
solved in 1974 

Percentagewise, the largest 
crime increase was in the four 
criminal homicides occurring in 
1975, an increase of three, or 300 
per cent, over the one murder 
cases reported during 1974. 

Criminal activity in 1975 was 
in sharp contrast to that of 1974 
which, at the end of the year, 
showed a reduction of 142 cases 
in all eight crime categories, or 
4.8 per cent, below the 1973 
statistics. 

‘According to Veizer's report, 
there were six forcible rape 
cases during 1975, up one, or 20 
per cent, over five such cases in 
1974 

Assault cases occurring 
during 1975 totaled 307, the 
report showed, an increase of 99

Concern is developing in 
Madison Community Unit 
School District 12 over action 
‘Thursday at Springfield by the 
State Board of Education, 
which adopted new rules in- 
tended to further reduce racial 
segregation within a school 
system. 

Extensive steps have been 
taken by the district in the past, 
and there is widespread 
distribution of students among 
the schools. Construction of a 
sixth-seventh-eighth grades 
school, authorized in a 1975 
referendum, is expected to 
make further progress possibl 
However, state officials 
dicate that these factors are 
regarded as insufficient. 

‘A spokesman said the new 
rules, if fully enforced, 
ultimately could terminate all 
state and federal school funds 
for 13 Illinois districts, in- 
cluding Madison and Cahokia, 
and possibly 34 districts 
altogether. 

The board is to vote Feb. 26 on 
whether to cite the 13 for sub- 
stantial non-compliance with 
the new guidelines, which 
require that the racial com- 
position of all schools within a 
district must reflect — within 15 
per cent — that of all other 
schools in that system. 

Twenty-one other districts, 
including Alton and East St 
Louis, are listed by the state as 
having less serious segregation 
problems that nevertheless 
must be solved in order for the 
districts to comply with the 
guidelines. Of this group, six 
have moved closer to 
developing satisfactory 
assignment plans, state ad- 
ministrators told the board 
Thursday. 

‘The new guidelines, approved 
12-1, are to become effective in 
ten days. 

The board on Thursday also 
approved a record $1,890,000,000 
elementary and secondary 
education budget for the 1976-77 
school year. Subject to approval 
by the legislature and gover- 
nor, the budget includes 
$1,350,000,000 to fully finance

O The lone British sentry of the 29th regiment retreated from the 
snowballs thrown by the young boys who were quickly joined by a 
group of abusive tough from the harbor. 

A. squad of Redcoats rushed from the barracks to reinforce the 
sentry. As they were pelted with snowballs and missles an officer ap- 
peared before the line of troops, desperately trying for control by 
pushing aside muskets and bayonets. 

He shouted to his men...“‘Do not fire!...Do not fire!” In the con- 
fusion, one soldier heard only the word “Fire!” and pulled the trigger.

Student loan 
refund policy 


A prorated refund policy 
applicable to recipients of 
federal guaranteed student 
loans at Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville was 
ratified Thursday by the SIU 
Board of Trustees. The policy 
was implemented Jan. 1 as 
required by federal regulations. 
University officials explained 
that regulations administered 
by the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare require 
educational institutions par- 
ticipating- in guaranteed loan 
programs to provide a prorated 
tuition and fees refund schedule 
in the event a recipient with- 
draws from the university. 
The: schedule provides for 
refunds ranging from 100 per 


cent in the first two weeks of the 
term to a 40 per cent refund, 
less a service charge not 
greater than $100 in the fifth and 
sixth weeks of the term. No 
refund will be granted after the 
sixth week. 

The resolution authorizes the 
president of SIUE to establish 
applicable service charges 
from time to time in accordance 
with regulatory fees existing 
under the university’s Code of 
Policy.

A formal request to include 
$9,600 in the Nameoki Township 
revenue sharing budget for 
establishment of a volunteer 
police unit in the Miracle Manor 
area was presented to the 
Nameoki Town Board of 
Auditors: last week.

Miracle Ave. 

About six volunteers have 
completed training with the 
Madison County Sheriff's 
Department which has qualified 
them for appointment as 
“supervisors of safety” under 
the sheriff. 

‘The group is attempting to 
follow the steps taken by State 
Park Police Unit 33A, which 
was disbanded when the former 
“special deputy” commissions 
were ruled illegal, and was re- 
established when the supervisor 
of safety category was 
established. 

‘The State Park volunteers 
noted they had enough public 
support to pay for continued 
operations, if | Nameoki 
Township would help them get 
started. 

Nameoki Township gave 
them a revenue sharing grant of 
$9,500 to purchase a squad car, 
uniforms, radios, and other 
necessary equipment.

donations from businesses and 
individuals in State Park Place 
as well as money raised through: 
community activities. 

Nameoki Township had been 
reluctant to offer a similar 
grant to the Miracle Manor area 
group, indicating it wanted 
proof the group would be sup- 
ported by: the community after 
it was established. 

A petition drive in Nameoki 
Township precincts 3, 5 and 11 
was started in which residents 
were asked to show their ap- 
proval of the propased police 
unit and were requested to sign 
pledges for annual donations to 
keep the department operating. 

‘Along with the petitions and 
the request for the $9,600 grant, 
the charterers of the proposed 
police department presented 
the town board with a list. of 
items needed, including a squad 
car, radios, uniforms and other 
necessities. 

Nichols said in a letter to the 
board that the public support 
shown during the recent petition 
drive is a good indication that 
the department can be self- 
supporting.

Donald W. Robinson of the 
College . of Education, 
Oklahoma State University. 

A team report will be filed 
with the NCA within six weeks 
after completion of the visit, 
and the report will be reviewed 
by a committee appointed by 
the Commission on Institutions 
of Higher Education. The 
committee’s recommendations 
will be considered by the 
executive board of the com- 
mission. 

A final decision on ac- 
creditation is expected from the 
NCA in late summer or early 
fall. 

The university requested 
doctoral level accreditation by 
the NCA following approval by 
the Illinois Board of Higher 
Education for a doctor of 
education degree program at 
SIUE in the instructional 
process in November 1974. 

The NCA agreed to undertake 
the necessary evaluation 
review but broadened the ob- 
jectives of .the “evaluation; to 
thake it compréhensive in scope 
because the last NCA visit to the 
campus occurred in 1969. 

To comply with a preliminary 
process required by the NCA, 
the University Office of Vice- 
President and Provost launched 
an internal review in the spring 
of 1975 and has issued an in- 
stitutional self-study report 
prepared by Earl Beard, 
professor of history and former 
dean of the School of Social 
Sciences. The report focuses 
attention on the doctoral, degree 
program in education but it 
extends to all program levels, 
including the professional 
degree in dental medicine.

cases, or 47.5 per cent, over 208 
cases during the previous year. 

An increase of only one 
burglary case occurred last 
year with a total of 819 
burglaries, compared to 818 
during 1974. 

Auto burglaries during 1975 
increased to716, up from 473 the 
previous year. This is an in- 
crease of 51 per cent. 

A total of 1,217 larceny cases 
last year was an increase of 239 
cases, or 24.4 per cent, over 978 
such cases in 1974, while a total 
of 266 auto theft cases in 1975 
was up 14 over the 252 reported 
in 1974. 

The report listed six fatal 
accidents in Granite City during 
1975, up one from a total of five 
in 1974, while 602 persons were 
injured in 420 injury accidents. 
In 1974, 579 persons were hurt in 
459 injury accidents. 

There were 1,405 property 
damage accidents in the city 
last year, up from 1,373 the 
previous year, bringing to 1,831 
the total of all types of accidents 
last year, compared with 1,837 
accidents of all kinds in 1974. 

The Police Department, 
Veizer reported, made a total of 
1,872 traffic arrests in 1975, 
down from 2,247 such arrests in 
1974, and made 1,758 other 
arrests in 1975, compared with 
1,293 such arrests in 1974, for 
total arrests of 3,630 during 
1975, up from 3,540 the previous 
year. 

Police filed 684 additional 
charges in these arrests to bring 
the total number of charges 
filed in all cases.

international convention of 
experimenters in aviation at the 
Columbian Exposition in 1893. 

Chanute supported Wilbur 
and Orville Wright, two Mid- 
western bicycle mechanics, 
when they made the first suc- 
cessful powered flight in North 
Carolina in 1903. 

In 1910, the Aero Club of 
Illinois was founded for the 
advancement of aviation. 

And Walter Brookens suc- 
ceeded in flying from Chicago to 
Springfield, landing at the state 
fairgrounds and covering 192 
miles in five hours, 44 minutes. 

In_ 1911, the International 
Aviation Meet held at’ Grant 
Park in Chicago attracted an 
estimated 250,000 people. 

Air mail demoristration 
flights began from Chicago in 
1912, and a regular service was 
begun to New York in 1918, 
spreading to San Francisco, 
New Orleans, and Minneapolis 
in subsequent years. 

Chicago became the air mail 
héadquarters for the nation in 


1922. 

In: 1927, Charles Lindbergh 
flew from New York to Paris; 
and in Chicago, Midway Air- 
field opened, to become the 
world's busiest landing field by 


933. 

While Chicago-to-St. Louis 
passenger service began in 
1926, profitable air passenger 
service awaited the develop- 
ment of the Douglas DC3 in 1935, 
the first commercial aircraft 
capable of paying its own way 
without’ relying on revenues 
from air mail 

In the thirties, American 
Airways and United Airlines 
moved their growing businesses 
to Chicago. 

A great burst of airport 
construction took place between 
1933 and 1935, financed by the 
Civil Works Administration and 
the Works Progress 
Administration. 

In a single week in October 
1934, for example, Gov. Henry 
Horner conducted dedication 
ceremonies for municipal 
airports in Bloomington, 
Danville, Harrisburg, Joliet, 
Marion, .Peoria, Quincy and 
Springfield. 

By 1941, Municipal Field in 
Chicago boasted nine of the 
largest runways in the world. 

In that year, Municipal 
handled 727,000 passengers in 
58,000 planes. 

World War II 
Chicago as) a major 
manufacturer of aircraft 
engines and air frames. 

But while war increased 
production, it decreased 
civilian travel on airways by al 
least six per cent. 

One of the more lasting 
contributions of the war years, 
however, was construction of 
the Champaign-Urbana Air- 
port, unique in the fact that it 
was owned and administered by 
the University of Illinois. 

Following the war, the 
General Assembly — ap- 
propriated millions of dollars to 
improve and consolidate the 
stale’s airport system. 

Aeronautics was raised to a 
department of .the state 
government with cabinet 
status. 

A GI flight-training program 
was established for interested 
returning veterans; by 1948, it 
was operating 162 schools. 

With this boost, licensed pilots 
in the state numbered 9,676 in 
1949, and 292 of them were 
women. 

In 1949, Chicago's airports 
handled 1,000 planes a day for 
the first time. 

In the first eight months of 
that year, two Chicago airports 
dealt. with nearly as many 
planes and passengers as had 
the entire United States in 1941. 

A dream of the period was 
that the airplane would become 
a widespread consumer item, 
“a plane for every family.”” 

Instead, the industry became 
one of concentrated capital and 
facilities, as illustrated by the 
construction of mammoth and 
costly O'Hare Airport, named 
after an aviation hero of World 
War Il. 

Since its opening in October 
1955, O'Hare has been the 
largest and the busiest air 
terminal in the world, the focus 
of both the problems and the 
promise of commercial 
aviation. 

Clearly, by the middle fifties, 
the years of explosive growth 
had ended and air transport was 
approaching maturity as an 
industry, a Sangamon. State 
University analysis indicates.

Lueco assailed property 
taxation as “‘an antiquated form 
of taxation.” - 

Lucco also said the voters had 
been told all the money from the 
state lottery would go for 
schools and it has not. “I will 
help introduce a bill this spring 
directing that all money from 
the lottery go to help finance 
schools," he pledged. 

James McPike of Alton was 
the next state representative 
hopeful to speak. He discussed 
his education 
background and noted his 
family has been in this area for 
more than 100 years. 

He holds a master's degree 
from Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville and 
has served as a Navy jet pilot 
and a sales engineer for the 3M 
Corp. 

McPike said he is from a 
ynion family and “a working 
class family. I have labor 
support,” he said. P 

He said he believes in ethies 
in government and has made 
public his assets, income and all 
his contributors. “I ask my 
opponents to do the same,” 
McPike challenged. 

He pledged, if elected, he will 
be a full-time legislator. “For 
the $20,000 per year we pay 
representatives, we should ask 
no less,” he commented. 

McPike said competition 
within the Democratic Party is 
healthy and it should be kept 
open, in ordér to assyre the best 
people have an opportunity to 
run for each position. 

“Be aware of the people you 
vote for. They will become the 
leaders of tomorrow," McPike 
concluded. 

Next among the state 
representative candidates to 
speak was Louis Whitsell, 
supervisor of Nameoki 
Township. 

Whitsell said he feels he is the 
best candidate because he has 
“Jocal government —_ex- 
perience.’ Speaking as a 
township supervisor, he com- 
mented, “State government is 
nearly destroying us.” 

He said the state has broken 
its promises in two major areas. 
“When they started the state 
income tax, they said it would 
help relieve our local tax. The 
lottery was for full funding of 
schools. None of this ever 
happened. 

“My interest is’ local 
government,"’ Whitsell said, 
adding, ‘‘It should be the 
number one qualification that 
state legislators have local 
government experience.” 

He noted he is in his fifth year 
as supervisor of Nameoki 
Township, but would resign, if 
elected as state representative. 
He also comment on his 
experience on the Madison 
County Board, saying, “I am 
well qualified to be a state 
representative and to pass laws 
to serve you, not the special 
interest laws passed last year." 

About crime, Whitsell said 
criminals should be made to 
reimburse the victims of their 
crimes. The legislature has 
offered assistance to the vic- 
tims of some crimes, but with 
taxpayers’ money. 

“If the criminals have no 
money, they should be made to 
work, if it takes all his life, to 
reimburse the victims of his 
crime.” 

Whitsell concluded his talk 
with the promise he would be a 
full-time representative, if 
elected. 

Mrs. Anita Eftimoff of 
Granite City spoke next on her 
candidacy for state 
representative. “‘I ama mother, 
a wife, a school teacher, a non- 
politician,” she said, asserting 
that there has been a failure of 
government to assess the af- 
fects of its actions on family 
life. ‘ 

She said politicians have run 
the state long enough. “It is 
time for us to ditect our 
government,” Mrs. Eftimoff 
told the crowd. 

She said experiences in the 
home have given her good fiscal 
judgment and said as a teacher 
she has learned that schools can 
be the ‘‘instruments of social 
reform.” 

She supported many things

inelyuding strict law en- 
forcement, primaries, bi- 
annyal state budgets, an end to 
politicians being paid for two. 
full-time jobs, tax reform, éf- 
forts to attract industry, ection 
to curb inflation and rising fuel 
costs, better prison facilities, 
relief for crime victims, full 
funding for schools and many 
other things, 

Incumbent State Rep. Sam 
Wolf of Granite City was the 
next speaker, noting many 
people -refer to him as, -“the 
representative who was ap 
pointed in October 1975.” 

He said since his ap- 
pointment, he has worked hard 
to be worthy\of the selection, 
which was made by the 
Democratic Central Com- 
mittee, representing cities, 
townships. and businesses 
countywide.” 

“| have a broad political 
background and the ability to 
talk to ople in their 
language,” Wolf said. 

“T am’ real proud of my 
achievements. I serve on the 
environmental and energy, 
motor vehicle and financial 
institutions committees of the 
House,” Wolf told the group. 

He said he was sorry to arrive 
late for the gathering, saying, 
“T have been in hearings in 
Springfield all day on the 
disposable beverage containers 
act, which could cost 5,000 jobs. 

“When | weighed those 5,000 
jobs against being here on 
time...well, you see what 
happened.” 

Wolf cited his business ex- 
perience and said, “I have all 
the qualifications to be a state 
representative. If I don’t, two- 
thirds of our legislators should 
be replaced.” 

Wolf came oyt strongly in 
support of the state slate of 
Michael Howlett for governor, 
Neil Hartigan for lieytenant 
governor, Alan J. Dixon for 
secretary of state, Michael J. 
Bakalis for comptroller and 
Cecil A. Partee for attorney 
general. 

“Tam proud to support them. 
This state can not .afford two 
more years of confrontation 
between the executive. and 
legislative branches. 

“Elect them and me ang we'll 


give you the kind of job you. 


deserve,” Wolf concluded. 

The two candidates for state's 
attorney also spoke, with the 
incumbent, Nicholas G. Byron, 
appearing firs. 

yron said, ‘‘Madison County 
is blessed ‘with good govern- 
ment. My job is a rough one— 
keeping justice.” 

He said he has refysed to bow 
to pressure from friends who 
may ask him for help when 
accused of a crime. 

He said under his guidance, 
the state’s attorney's office has 
compiled a record of more than 
2,000 years in prison given in 
sentences and more than three- 
quarters of a million dollars in 
fines collected. 

“We have one of the most 
current dockets in the U.S. The 
jails are full. We are keeping 
criminals off the 5treets.”’ 

Byron noted he converted the 
office from many part-time 
employes to nearly a complete 
full-time staff and said, “I 
relied on @ superb staff.” 

He'said his is a ‘‘young, well- 
oiled organization.” He also 
noted the office has become an 
adviser to police, has operated 
five police schools and has 
turned down several ‘‘wor- 
thless” state programs while 
obtaining $250,000 in grants. 

He complimented the ‘‘able, 
competent work of the Granite 
City police,” and said, “This 
could not have been a banner = 
year for me,” without the work 
the police did. .

More administrative changes next month 


Further changes in the ad- 
ministrative structure of 
Southern Llinois University at 
Edwardsville are not expected 
to be announced until the March 
meeting of the SIU Board of 
Trustees, according to an in- 
formational report given to 
trustees Thursday. The March 
meeting is scheduled at SIUE 
Thursday, March 11 

Since August 1975, efforts 
have been in progress at SIUE 
to assess the central 
organizational structure and to 
realign some of the functions in 
the offices of business affairs, 
student affairs and academic 
affairs. 

SIUE President John S. 
Rendleman initiated the 
realignment efforts ‘‘an- 
ticipating a need to improve the 
capacity of the administrative 
structure to continue and to 
expand the delivery of in- 
creasingly diversified support 
services in the future despite 
base budget erosions.” 

He dissolved the positions of 
vice-president for business 
affairs, assistant vice- 
presidents for business affairs 
and vice-president for ad- 
ministration whose duties 
would absorb those of a number 
of present officers on a wide 
range of administrative levels. 
A committee also was named to 
review a number of remaining 


administrative units, prin- 
cipally under the Office of 
Student Affairs. 

Vice-President and Provost 
Andrew J. Kochman was asked 
to make an analysis of 
operations in the academic 
area. 

Later, jn response to 
recommendations by the review 
committee, a search was 
launched for an executive dean 
of student affairs, and an in- 
terim operational organization 
was developed for the business 
affairs area 

Under the change, two units 
previously reporting to the 
Office of Student Affairs now 
report to the director of 
business services and 
ultimately will report to the 
vice-president for ad- 
ministration. The units are 
University Housing and 
University Health Service 

‘The search group for the vice- 
president for administration 
has forwarded a list of 
recommended candidates to the 
president, who will conduct 
interviews prior to forwarding a 
recommendation to the Board 
of Trustees 

The review committee also 
recommended that the con- 
troller and budget director 
remain an office directly 
beneath the president, pending 
further review by the president

Decrease in natural gas price here is welcome news . . . 


When a dog bites a man, it’s only of 
minor interest, according to the old 
saying; but when a man bites a dog, that's 
big news. 

Front-page news Thursday was the 
Illinois Commerce Commission approval 
of a “man bites dog” proposal by Mlinois 
Power Company. Natural gas rates in the 
Quad-Cities are going to fall — that’s 
decrease, rather than increase — by an 


average of more than $24 annually ef- 
fective March 1. The objective is more 
uniform charges among the 354,000 IP gas 
customers. 

Now, if we could just get a more 
generous supply of the fuel, enabling all 
new prospective customers to be served 
immediately rather than going onto a 
waiting list, it would be even bigger news. 


. . . But House gas policy viewed by some as shortsighted 


Press-Record Washington Bureau — 
The 200 members of the House of 
Representatives who yoted to extend 
price controls on the biggest natural gas 
producers theoretically are in a good 
political position, particularly during an 
election year. 

Presumably they can tell their con- 
stituents that they have constrained big 
and powerful energy interests (read it 
Goliaths), helped the small producers 
(Davids), saved homeowners a few dollars 
a month by keeping gas prices down and 
fought inflation to boot 

We hope that people of the United 
States won't stand still for that kind of 
deception. 

The very best that can be said for the 
natural gas legislation approved by the 
House is that it is bad, an abdication of 
responsibility on the part of members who 
voted for it. 

Distilled to the essence, the purpose of 
all energy legislation should be to move 
the United States toward greater in- 
dependence from foreign resources. 

The House-approved measure does not 
move in this direction for a number of 
reasons. The first is that it does not en- 
courage conservation of a premium, en- 
dangered resource. 

When sold in states where it is 
produced, uncontrolled natural gas is 
snapped up at $1 to $2 per 1,000 cubic 
feet. When sold in interstate commerce, 
natural gas controlled by the federal 
government cannot begin to meet the 
demand at 35 cents per 1,000 cubic feet. 

By forcing big producers, who account 
for 70 per cent of the fuel sold in the 
United States, to sell for the artificially 
lowest price, the bill would discourage 
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conservation and continue to encourage 
less-than-wise uses of this’ valuable, 
vanishing energy. 

Arguments that exploration will be en- 
couraged by removal of federal price con- 
trols on the small producers do not stand 
up. The days of small operators tapping 
readily accessible supplies are passing. 


Most of the promising undeveloped 
domestic gas fields either are in distant 
and inaccessible regions or on the con- 
tinental shelves off our coasts. Both are 
extremely expensive to explore and 
develo; probably beyond the credit 
capabilities of a small producer or even a 
consortium of small producers. 

Could a small producer afford to pay 
even the $7 billion cost of an Alaskan 
pipeline, to say nothing of the initial in- 
vestment needed to put something into 
that pipeline? 


Another troublesome aspect of the 
House approach to natural gas prices is 
that it continues to foster an impression 
among Americans that there is a cheap 
way out of our energy problem, and that 
if we just pass a federal law to retain the 
status quo today, everything will somehow 
turn out all right tomorrow. 

It won't unless we make it turn out by a 
long-range constructive policy. That policy 
should be to let the free market set the 
relative cost of fuel so that private in- 
dustry can gear up to meet our future 
needs. 

Good politics is not illusion making, but 
common sense, such as the Senate 
displayed when it voted to deregulate all 
natural gas last year. The interests of 
America will be served if Senate con- 
ferees prevail.

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Air quality better in nation but 
environment still on downtrend | 


(National Wildlife Federation) 

The ‘quality of life” in the 
United States, measured by 
seven environmental yard- 
sticks, continued on a down- 
ward trend in 1975 for the sixth 
consecutive year. 

The environment suffered 
setbacks in five of the seven 
“vital resource areas’ sur- 
veyed in this conservation 
organization’s seventh annual 
Environmental Quality (EQ) 
Index report, published in the 
current. (February-March) 
issue of National Wildlife 
magazine. 

It moved ahead in only one 
area — air quality — and held 
its own in another, timber 
resources. 

But it fell behind in water 
quality, soil, wildlife, minerals 
and living space, the survey 
found. 

These trends produced a 
National EQ Index of 350 on a 
scale where 700 would represent 
the best possible environment. 
This is a drop of six points from 
the 1974 mark and is 45 points 
below the National EQ Index for 
1969, the first year of the NWF 
survey 

All seven indicators have 
declined since the first survey 
reported that “America is in 
trouble. Apathy is our biggest 
problem.” 

The magazine says, “It would 
be nice to report in this year of 
the American Bicentennial that 
the quality of life in the United 


. States is quickly on the mend. 


Unfortunately, such is not the 
case.” 

As one of the few encouraging 
signs in a “generally somber 
picture,” the magazine noted 
that “polls still show un- 
diminished public support for 
environmental goals.”” 


Alarming pattern 


Globe-Democrat — One of the 
educational profession's less 
endearing qualities is its total 
inability to admit it's been 
wrong. 

Example: All the evidence 
now shows that American 
public school students are 
learning less today than they 
did 12 years ago. 

The 1975 Scholastic Aptitude 
Test scores released by the 
College Entrance Examination 
Board average 434 for the 
verbal portion of the test and 472 
for the mathematical section, In 
1963, the scores were 478 and 
502, respectively. 

There's more: As recently as 
1974, the verbal average was 10 
points higher and the math 
average eight points higher.

Here are summaries of the 
EQ Index findings in each 
resource area: 

AIR QUALITY. 

Up slightly. Air pollution, 
which costs $12.3 billion an- 
nually in damage to health, 
property and crops, is 
diminishing even though the 
country failed to meet the May 
31, 1975, goals decreed by the 
Clean Air Act of 1970. 

Sulfur dioxide pollution has 
been cut by about 25 per cent 
and carbon monoxide by more 
than 50 per cent. Suspended 
particulates have declined by 14 
per cent. 

‘And nearly 80 per cent of the 
country’s stationary sources of 
air pollution were either within 
emission limits or on schedules 
leading to compliance. 

Even with these gains, 65 per 
cent of all regions reported 
pollution in excess of national 
standards. 

TIMBER. 

No change. More timber is 
being grown, it is being used 
more efficiently, and Congress 
is spending more money on 
reforestation — $51 million to 
replant 400,000 acres last year. 

However, with imports, the 
U.S. is still using more timber 
than it cuts and controversy 
over ‘‘multiple use’ forest 
management and clearcutting 
cloud the future of 92 million 
acres of forestland owned and 
managed by the federal 
government. 

Operations in nine eastern 
national forests were curtailed 
by a court decision that only 
“mature or dead” trees could 
be cut. 

WILDLIFE. 

Down again. Six animals 
were added to the endangered 
species list, bringing the total to 


horrendously at a rate of 
roughly three points per year 
over the decade. 

Now dovetail this swooning 
and collapsing profile in with 
the well-known fact that the 
nation has more than doubled 
the amount of money it’s been 
spending on education since the 
1960s. 

Alternate conclusions: Either 
(a) the more money we spend 
on our schools, the worse the 
product they turn out, or (b) 
there is no demonstrable 
relation between how much 
money we spend on education 
and how well educated people 
get. 

A further conclusion reached 
almost instinetively by the 
general public is that the 
schools are obviously doing 
something very wrong, or at 














126. 

An additional 65 mammals, 44 
birds, 28 reptiles, 26 mollusks, 
six amphibians, two fish and 
23,642 plant species are being 
reviewed for possible listing. 
Loss of habitat is still the chief 
threat to wildlife. 

About 1.2 million acres of land 
were converted from rural to 
urban use while only 86,000 were 
added to our national refuges. 
Pesticides are still a ‘major 
problem,” although lower 
levels in the food chain have 
increased the probability of 
successful reproduction by 
some birds. 

Congressional appropriation 
to acquire and preserve more 
wildlife habitat is a ‘‘critical 


problem” for the future. 

SOIL. 

Down again, American 
farmers plowed up five million 
acres of ‘‘soil bank” land and 
four million acres of grasslands 
and woodlands in order to 
produce record corn and wheat 
crops, plus the second biggest 
soybean crop in history. 

At the same time, 2.2 million 
acres of valuble farmland were 
lost to other uses. . 

Much of newly-plowed land is 
vulnerable to erosion, which 
last year carried off 3.5 billion 
tons of soil. 

MINERALS. 

Down again. U.S. crude oil 
production fell to its lowest level 
since 1966. 

Estimates of oil reserves 
have been revised sharply 
downward by the U.S. 
Geological Survey, and oil shale 
remains an economically and 
environmentally unattractive 
energy source. 

‘The nation suffers from a lack 
of a national energy policy 
stressing conservation, 
recycling and environmental 
protection. 

‘As for development of new 
sources such as solar and 
geothermal energy, “research 
is still lagging on alternative 
energy sources.” 

WATER QUALITY. 

Down again. Although the 
release of impounded sewage 
funds has helped ease the 
problem, 9,000 communities 
serving 60 per cent of the 
population will not meet the 
government's 1977 first stage 
deadline for a sewage cleanup. 

Improved monitoring of 
water pollution has revealed 
thal the problem is much worse 
than originally believed 

Control of nonpoint sources — 


farm run-off of fertilizer and 
pesticides, urban run-off, and 
acids from mining and oil field 
operations — remains a long- 
term ptoblem. 

“The true dimensions of the 
nation’s critical water problems 
— both quality and quantity — 
are just. now taking shape.” 

LIVING SPACE. 

Down agaiti. Seventeen states 
enacted land use laws, but 
generally the country-continues 
to grow and develop without 
coordinated land use planning. 
“The year 1975 saw Congress 
torpedo a land use bill and a 
Presidential veto of strip 
mining legislation. 

In the next ten years, an 
area larger than the state of 
New Jersey will be urbanized. 

A short-lived decline in the 
U.S. birthrate has apparently 
come to an end and by July 4 
there will be 215 million 
‘Americans. 

“Americans must decide soon 
the life style they want for their 
children,” the report observes. 

The EQ Index, based in part 
on statistics and in part on the 
“combined judgment” of NWF 
experts, has been commended 
by government officials as a 
unique, authoritative jour- 
nalistic evaluation of the 
“quality of life.””

least now doing much that is 
very right. But here the 
education Establishment starts 
shaking its head furiously and 
rationalizing ridiculously. 

Said Establishment's first 
indignant reaction to the test 
scores was typical: The test, it 
said, had been subtly tampered 
with — altered over the past few 
years to make them more 
difficult. 

This was promptly interred 
by Sam McCandless, director of 
the College Entrance 
Examination Board’s testing 
program: ‘The tests haven't 
gotten harder; in fact, they've 
gotten easier.” 

Now comes B. J. Chandler, 
dean of Northwestern 
University’s school of 
education, to lay the criticisms 
of the schools to rest with what 


has to be the all-time definitive 
example of whistling past the 
graveyard: ‘There isn’t much 
in the way of empirical 
evidence to support the 
contention that the schools are 
not doing as good a job.” 

‘And, warming to his work, he 
tells us what’s really wrong: 
“Overall I'd say that there has 
been a de-emphasis on college 
board scores. There is no 
conclusive evidence that the 
tests are reliable predicters of a 
student's college success.” 

Oh, sure. Since the tests show 
that educators are doing a 
scurvy job, let’s discredit the 
tests. 

There can't possibly be 
anything wrong with the ‘“‘life 
adjustment” philosophy of 
peer-group acceptance, 
modular scheduling, non- 


graded pupil evaluation and, of 
course, ‘‘relevance.”’ 

So let’s just disregard 
anything that calls educators’ 
whole professional way of 
thinking into question. It simply 
has to be wrong, because it’s 
unthinkable that they would be. 

‘We don’t mind so much them 
being wrong. We can swallow 
their claim that they're all 
working for the betterment of « 
their pupils, But we won't let 
them get away with ignoring the 
facts. 

Imagine how Dean Chandler 
and his pals would have been 
flapping their wings and 
crowing if the test scores had 
gone up. Would the tests have 
been ‘‘de-emphasized” then? 

Sorry, fellows. You can’t get 
away with it. Double-talk has its 
limits, and the public has the 
facts. . 


Illogic, misstatements in airport assertions 


(Partial text of a 
memorandum by the Sidley 
and Austin firm to U.S. 
Transportation Secretary W. 
T. Coleman Jr.) 

Missouri advances 
arguments rooted in profound 
illogic. 

It maintains, for example, 
that on equal protection 
grounds the Transportation 
secretary has no authority to 
grant development funds to a 
new bi-state institution unless 
Missouri interests hold about 90 
per cent of the seats in such a 
body. 

How equal protection analysis 
applies to an appointive special- 
purpose state agency, and how 
Missouri can claim a 90 per cent 
interest in an airport located in 
Illinois whose users ac- 
cording to a 1972 Arnold 
‘Thompson Associates survey at 
Lambert — are 80 per cent non- 
Missourians remains a 
mystery. 

Missouri’s conclusion is based 
on the following legal 
argument: The Supreme Court 
has recognized that in rare 
cases a state may reflect the 
disproportionate impact of a 
decision on different classes of 
citizens. 

Missouri contends any bi- 
State body must provide 
Missouri with 90 per cent of the 
seats based on the un- 
substantiated assertion that 
most users of the St. Louis 
airport are Missourians. 

The leap from “may” to 
“must” is neither logically 
compelled, nor explained or 
justified by the Missouri 
position paper. 

Similarly, Missouri argues in 
the final section of its legal 
discussion that approval of the 
Columbia-Waterloo site would 
be arbitrary and capricious as 
inconsistent with the 
secretary’s National Tran- 
sportation Policy. 

The argument for this rather

If the secretary rejects 
Missouri's proposal he would 
not be acting consistently with 
that policy, and thus, his 
decision would be arbitrary and 
capricious it is contended 

The thrust of Missouri's 
argument, therefore, is that 
because the Lambert proposals 
are consistent with the National 
Transportation Policy, they are 
compelled to be approved by it. 

But assuming the Lambert 
proposal is consistent with the 
policy, it is not the only con- 
sistent alternative. 

Indeed, Columbia-Waterloo is 
equally or even more consistent 
with that policy and, by that 
token, even more deserving of 
approval. 

The flaw, again, is that 
Missouri’s argument takes the 
leap from “consistent” to 
‘*mandated’’ without 
justification or explanation, and 
jn violation of rudimentary 
principles of logic. 

Perhaps the most defective 


‘and dangerous section of the 


Missouri position paper is the 
portion dealing with land- 
banking. 

That discussion represents 
the ultimate effort to ensure 
that Columbia-Waterloo will 
never — neither now nor in 20 
years or more — become the 
airport to serve the St. Louis 
metropolitan area, irrespective 
of any need for an additional 
airport at that time. 

Missouri is well aware that if 
the Columbia-Waterloo site is 
not purchased now, both it and 
the surrounding areas will 
likely become developed in a 
way incompatible with future 
airport development. 

And with the elimination of 
Columbia-Waterloo, the sole 
alternatives are the en- 
and 
economically unsound 
prospects of an alternative 
remote Missouri site or the 
retention of Lambert into the 
far distant future. 

Because of the disastrous 
implications of Missouri’s 
argument on this point, it is 


advisable to examine its 
foundations in some detail. 

As in other parts of the 
position paper, Missouri at- 
tempts to erect an artificial and 
unwarranted limitation on the 
secretary’s powers under the 
Act. 

‘Two grounds are advanced as 
the basis that the secretary 
cannot grant funds for purchase 
of land at Columbia-Waterloo. 

First, Missouri contends that 
the Act does not permit ex- 
penditure of funds on any air- 
port project until the site of the 
airport has been determined. 
Second, that land-banking is 
inconsistent with the 
requirement that any approved 
project must become completed 
without undue delay. 

Not only are these grounds 
erroneous, but numerous 
provisions in the Act plainly 
demonstrate that the secretary 
has ample authority to land- 
bank if he so desires. 

Nothing in the Act establishes 
a firm and irrevocable com- 
mitment toa particular site as a 
precondition to purchase of 
land. 

Section 11 (2), 
Missouri relies, expressly 
provides that  ‘‘airport 
development” includes “‘any 
acquisition of land . . . including 
land for future development.” 

Needless to say, the secretary 
could not approve a land 
acquisition totally unrelated to 
future airport development. 

But given the strong 
likelihood of eventual 
development of an airport at 
Columbia-Waterloo when 
Lambert’s capacity is ex- 
ceeded, and given that no such 
development would be possible 
if the site is not purchased but is 
developed in an incompatible 
manner, it is plain that 
acquisition ‘‘is necessary to 
permit . . . such work” of 
“future airport development,” 
as envisioned by S 11 (2). 

Simply stated, land-banking 
is ‘‘necessary” for ture 
airport development” at 
Columbia-Waterloo because,» 


on which 


without it, no airport 
development there would be 
possible. 

The remainder of the statute 
provides clear evidence that the 
Secretary not only has authority 
to land-bank, but can do so with 
respect to projects whose 
realization may be well into the 
future. 

This is immediately evident 
from the first section of the Act, 
S 11 (1), which defines “‘air- 
port” to include all land “in- 
tended for use” for takeoff or 
landing of aircraft and 
associated facilities. 

The statutory language is 
significant, for it does not, as 
Missouri would have the 
secretary believe, speak of land 
“irrevocably committed for 
use” or “approved by the 
secretary for use,’’ but only of 
land “intended for use.” 

Any land acquired with 
funding from the secretary for 
future airport development, it 
should be obvious, is “intended 
for use” as an airport. 

Particularly in view of S 11 
(2), which speaks of “‘land 
(necessary) for future airport 
development,” it becomes clear 
that the secretary may pur- 
chase the Columbia-Waterloo 
site without irrevocably 
designating it as the official 
replacement for Lambert. 

The Act explicitly con- 
templates acquisition of land 
for an intended future airport 
development project which 
might or might not be con- 
summated. 

Section 23 provides for con- 
veyance to the sponsoring 
agency of public land 
“reasonably necessary to meet 
future development of an air- 
port,’” yet specifically 
recognizes ‘the possibility that 
“the lands in question are not 
developed for airport purposes” 
in the future. 

The unmistakable implication 
is that Congress intended to 
allow the secretary to acquire 
land for an airport without 
irrevocably committing himself 
to financing the entire airport 


project proposed for that site. 

This is precisely what the 
secretary will be doing by 
approving land-banking funds 
for Columbia-Waterloo. 

If there could be any doubts 
as to the authority to land-bank, 
they are resolved by provisions 
empowering him to offer air- 
port development grants 
“under such terms and con- 
ditions as he considers 
necessary,” and to determine 
the timing of payments under 
such grants. ; 


The secretary can, for 
example, offer a grant for 
Columbia-Waterloo with the 
following terms: (a) funding 
now for land acquisition costs; 
and (b) the remaining funding 
not to be provided until 1980 or 
later, subject to available 
funds, and only after an express 
finding by the secretary that the 
timing of the need for a.new St. 
Louis airport dictates that 
construction commence. 

Congress placed no 
limitations on the terms of the 
secretary’s grant offer. Since a 
grant offer can so readily be 
structured to attain land- 
banking, Congress could not 
have intended to preclude such 
action. 


Nor is such action barred, as 
Missouri suggests, by the 
provisions of S 16 (c) (1) (B) 
that the secretary may approve 
only airport | development 
projects which “will be com- 
pleted without undue delay.” 

When a delay “becomes 
‘undue’ depends on all the facts 
and circumstances of t 
particular project. After all, 
given that the “normal” period 
for project completion is. ten 
years or so, the words “undue 
delay” could not have a narrow 
meaning. 

Thus, if the secretary 
determines that the con- 
struction of the airport should 
be postponed until the timing of 
the need becomes more crery 
apparent, that delay is 
necessary, and hence cannot he 
“undue.” 1

Sen, Adlai E. Stevenson, D- 
Ill, pending evidence to the 
contrary, will continue to 
esteem the impartiality of 
Illinois Secretary of State 
Michael J. Howlett, whose 
$15,000 annual retainer as a Sun 
Steel Company consultant is 
under investigation. 

Stevenson discussed the 
Howlett affair last week before 
leaving for the Middle East as 
chairman of the Senate Oil and 
Gas Production Subcommittee. 

He is to return Feb. 22 from 
his first Mideast trip after 
learning “about world oil 
supply and prices.” 

Although he did not mention 
that Howlett is challenging Gov. 
Dan Walker for the Democratic 
gubernatorial nomination, nor 
imply any political motivation 
for the inquiry, Stevenson 
reminded Illinois reporters at a 
news conference that Howlett’s 
relationship with the steel 
company is an old story 

“Thave a very high opinion of 
Mike Howlett and I do not 
believe for a moment his im- 
partiality as a public servant 
could by influenced by this 
relationship,” Stevenson said in 
response to questions. “It’s 
been known for at least two 
years.”" 

Stevenson said it is neither 
proper nor possible “‘to 
deprive” a public official of all 
his business relationships. He 
pointed out, for example, that 
many have investment port- 
folios. : 

“Without more, namely, 
some evidence of Mike 
Howlett’s using his public office 
to benefit that company, there's 
nothing wrong with it,” 
Stevenson continued, “I don't 
know all the facts, but T don't 
believe he would have done such 
a thing.” 

While noting that Howlett is 
“human"’ and thus susceptible

their federal income tax return 
and pay that tax by Monday, 
March 1 

Ira S, Loeb, IRS director for 
central and southern Illinois, 
said today that farmers who did 
not file a declaration of 
estimated federal individual 
income tax by Jan. 15 should file 
their 1975 tax return and pay all 
tax due by March 1 to avoid a 
penalty, 

Farmers are defined as those 
persons who earned at least 
two-thirds of their 1975 gross 
income from farming.  *

am not prepared to concede that 
it was a mistake.” 

Other than endorsing the re-~ 
election of Ralph H. Metcalfe, 
Chicago Democrat who broke 
with Mayor Richard Daley over 
Chicago police department 
discrimination, the senator said 
he is not involved in any other 
Illinois primaries. Stevenson 
said Metcalfe is an able 
colleague in Congress and that 
he admires his courage in 
tackling the police issue. 

Stevenson may endorse a 
gubernatorial candidate, but he 
does not expect to make an 
announcement until early 
March. 

Stevenson ‘believes the 
Democratic national convention 
may. deadlock in the 
Presidential nomination. 
Mindful of how William Singer’s 
McGovern insurgents unseated 
the Daley delegation in 1972, the 
senator wants Illinois to field a 
“harmonious” delegation this 
time. 

He wants this so both he and 
Min can have a voice in 
selecting the Democratic 
candidate. 

“I hope Stevenson delegates 
are elected,” he said. “They 
will be a unifying influence and 
help move the convention in a 
responsible direction 


“It’s in the best interest of the 
state to send a harmonious 
delegation to the convention.” 

He continues to withhold 
public judgment on the 
Democratic candidates, saying 
three factors will influence his 
final decision: the demands of 
the office, the quality of the 
candidates, and the wishes of 
the public. 

‘Stevenson’s mideast itinerary 
includes Egypt, Saudi Arabia, 
Iraq, Iran, Syria, possibly 
Lebanon and Israel, to meet 
with heads of state and ranking 
ministers, if possible. 

Aside from oil, Stevenson will 
discuss the ‘overriding concern 
of Congress,”’ the Middle East 
conflict, and also Saudi 
Arabia's capacity for heavy 
investment in the United States. 

Stevenson said the 
“possibility volatility” of Saudi 
Arabia’s investments in 
American banks “is one of the 
reasons fer concern about the 
liquidity of U.S. banks.” 

He said that if the U.S. in- 
vestment climate becomes 
inhospitable, Saudi Arabia 
might be inclined to accede to 
pressure, particularly from 
iran. That could have “adverse 
economic cénsequences 
everywhere,’’ Stevenson 
believes. 

He said he is not optimistic

The latter position was filled 
by Krchniak, associate 
professor of educational ad- 
ministration, until his ap- 
pointment as acting dean. Miss 
Archangel is an associate 
professor of health, recreation 
and physical education and 
director of women’s in- 
tercollegiate athletics. 

‘The actions were taken after 
W. Deane Wiley resigned the 
deanship after seven years to 
return to full-time teaching as 
professor of educational ad- 
ministration in December 1975. 
S. Joseph Gore, professor of 
secondary education, is con- 
tinuing as associate dean for 
undergraduate programs. 

Dean Carver was research 
and administrative assistant to

Consumers will not be aware 
of a direct impact and are 
therefore unlikely to protest 
loudly. 

“T've been waiting for con- 
sumers to explode for the last 
two years,” he said. ‘When 
they do explore, it is toc late.” 

Stevenson said it might have 
been better if Congress had 
done nothing this year on 
deregulation: Then, at least, it 
could start over again to devise 
a reasonable ceiling to protect 
consumers and still give in- 
dustry an incentive to produce 
more gas.

Entryway is control center 


By CATHERINE R. MAUCK 
Madison County Extension 
Adviser-Home Economics 

The entryway to your home is 
more than a point of coming and 
going. And it includes more 
than the door itself. 

Careful planning of the ap- 
proach to the house and the area 
just inside the door will add to 
the comfort, convenience, and 
pleasure that a family gets from 
their home. 

Entryways are g¢ontrol 
centers. From the entryway 
family members and guests 
should be able to reach other 
areas of the house without in 
terfering with the activities in 
any other room. 

Beeause doors today are not 
necessarily on the front or back 
of the house, it’s more useful to 
think of “guest” and “‘service,”” 
entries 

Locating the guest entryway 
near the center of the house 
rather than at one end helps 
establish a better traffic pattern 
within the house. 

The amount of space needed 
at an entryway varies with the 
size of the house, the activities 
provided for, and the number of 
people likely to use the area. 

As a rule of thumb, a 
minimum of space of five feet 
by three feet for the door to 

@ open and one person to 
stand while entering or leaving 
is recommended. An area of 
five feet by seven feet will 
provide more comfort and 
convenience at the guest en- 
tryway. 

Access to the work area is of 
prime importance in planning 
the service entrance. Supplies 
coming in generally will be used 
in the food preparation area. 


A second major use of the 
service area is for family 
members comings and goings. 
Family members entering may 
want to clean up before going to 
the table for a meal. So, a 
lavatory in the area may be 
useful. In addition, the work 
area should provide space for 
removing and storing coats, 
wraps, and boots.
